Baltimore, during said period and to provide for the temporary
illumination and decorating of such streets, avenues, squares
and parks and municipal baildings in said city ; to allot space
for exhibits and prepare a classification thereof, determine the
plan and scope of the festival, exhibition, or trades display ; to
appoint judges and cxaminers, and award prizes and premiums,
if any.
